makers and businessmen. 


Four boys had been 


together for eighteen 


months and no doubt they could tell you now 
that they gained considerable musical experi- 


ence in that short time. 


Admittedly the work had 
net always been there but 
the enthusiasm was, and 
there were times when The 
Unknowns played at the 
Youth Hall for as little as 
$3 each. Then every now 
and again the well paid job 
would crop up and The Un- 
knowns would gain fresh in- 
spiration. 

But this could only go on 
for so long and finally, af- 
ter much discussion, the 
four boys who had com- 
prised The Unknowns de- 
cided to go their own ways. 

One of the guitarists was 
Gerry Stewart, a tall streak 
ef musical talent who was 
keen to start a folk group 
as soon as The Unknowns 
broke up.

On a pamphlet promoting 
the trio, John Newman of 
“Tikki and John’s Theatre 
Restaurant’ describes Los 
Gitanos as “three people 
with contrasting musical 
packgrounds, brought te 
gether when offered a last 
minute “fill-in” spot on a 
live television show. The 
product of their individual 
talents resulted in a spark 
ling new sound.
